2, The MORSUBURG (1 52/D.91) airfield was not occupied by 
aircraft and construction work was not bein: done. A 
gsodded strip ,» about 100 x 1,300 feet, in the center of 
the field, east of the asphalt runway, was plowed. 


2o The field was Guarded by German People's Police, quar- 
tereG in tne cantonment buildings on the northeast edge 
of the field. The target ranges in the west section were 
repaired. An obsolescent armored train of German make 
was otLll standin s on the spur track. 


By soviet troops wearing red-bordered, black epaulets were 
quartered in the airficld kaserras. A small air force 
detail was presumably also quartered there as soldiers 
wearing black-bordered, blue epaulets were repeatedly 
observed. Air force motor vebicles were not seen.
